Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.}—* I

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HARRY PULLIAM SHOOTS SELF] 


President of National League 
Near Death in New York. 


DEFINITE CAUSE UNKNOWN. 


Had Been Ill, However, Having Re- 
sumed Work Just Recently. 


New York, July 28.~—[Special.]—Harry C. 
Pulliam, president of the National league of 
professiona) baseball clubs, shot himself in 
the right temple at 9:90 o’clock tonight in 
his room at the New York Athletic club. The 
bullet passed entirely through his head from 
right to left, cutting out both his eyes. There 
is little chance for him to recover. 

At just 9:30 the telephone operator, whose 
desk ig on the ground floor of the club, sew 
a light flash on the board before him for 
Pulliam’s apartment. He answered the call 
but got no response. After trying several 
times without success to get any word from 
the instrument that the board showed was 


calling, he notified the clérk of the club and 


an employé named Thomas Brady was sent 
up to Pulllam's apartment with a pass key. 

The door was locked. Brady opened it. The 
room was lighted, Pulliam lay on a divan, | 
blood running freely from his head. A 88 
caliber revolver lay on the floor close below 
his limp hand. He was dressed only in his 
underclothes, half hose, and garters. 

Brady jumped to the telephone and told 
the operator downstairs what had happened. 
Dr. J. J. Higgins, the club physician, was 
sent for. 


Wound Is a Terrible One. 

Pulliam was unconscious when found. Dr. 
Higgins attempted to restore some sign of 
life, but said there seemed no prospect of 
success. The wound the one bullet had in- 
flicted was a terrible one. The bullet, tearing 
through the right temple, bad fractured the 
frontal bone and had torn out the eyes. 
Then it had passed on, crushing more bone 
in ite course. There was one unused car- 
tridge found in the five-chambered revolver. 

Aside from the telephone call there wea no 
evidence of preparation for an attempt at 
self-destruction, There was no note explain- 
ing the act, nor as far as can be learned had 
Pulliam apprised any friends of his inten- 
tion. 

Coroner Shrady arrived half an hour after 
the shooting. Both he and Dr. Higgins be- 
lieved it out of the question to attempt to 
move the injured man, so he was allowed to 
remain on the couch where he had lain when 
found. He was placed under nominal arrest. 
under the charge of attempted suicide. 


Statement by the Coroner, 

Coroner Shrady gave out this statement: “I 
was notified by the New York Athletic club 
tonight that a man had shot himself. I 
went to the club and was taken to H. C. Pul- 
liam’s room and found him lying on a sofa. 
He was in a pitiable condition. He was 
semi-conscious but irrational. 

„ He could talk Just Stites. I asked him, 
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but he could — — eet 

He lapsed into unco The ban 
went entirely through his skull and fell on 
the. floor. It cut the optic nerve and blinded 
him. Had it been a little further back it 
would have instantly killed him. It would 
have passed through his brain. As it is, I 
think there is no hope at all for his recovery.”’ 

Although Pulllam's act was entirely unez- 
pected, some of his friends said that at the 
time of his recent illness he was subject to 
severe attacks of melancholia and his at- 
tendants had been reported then as fearful 
that he would attempt to take his life. 


Resumes Work After Illness. 

Harry C. Pulliam was extended indefinite 
leave of absence on account of ill health at the 
annual spring meeting of the National league 
in Chicago, on February 16, last. About a 
month ago he returned to his active duties. 

Pulliam was born in Scotville, Ky., thirty- 
nine years ago. He was graduated from the 
University of Virginia and soon after finish- 
ing his college course went to Louisville and 
worked as a baseball writer on a newspaper 
there. In 1808 he resigned from the position 
of city editor of the Louisville Commercial 
to accept the presidency of the Louisville 
club. 

Since his entrance into the baseball world 
in 1898, Pulliam has been in the thick of all 
the fights that have disturbed the Nationa! 
league magnates. In 1899 Barney Dreyfuss 
got control of the Louisville club and Pul- 
liam was deposed from the presidency. He 
was elected sé€cretary-treasurer and con- 
tinued to represent the club at league meet- 
ings. In the fall of 1800 Dreyfuss consoli- 
dated the Louis ville and Pittsburg clubs and 
sold fourteen players to Pittsburg, including 
Fred Clarke, Honus Wagner, Claude Ritchey, 
and the rest who laid the fotindation for the 
present Pittsburg team. 

Pulliam was elected secretary of the Pitts- 
burg club and retained that position until 
he was elected president of the National 
Jeague at the December meeting in 1902. 
When it was contemplated to organize the 
American association to fight the American 
league, Pulliam worked hard in the interests 
of the league, but his plans were upset when 
the magnates demanded concessions from the 
association promoters that they were unable 
to comply with. 


PULLIAM THREATENED SUICIDE. 

James A. Hart, former proprietor of the 
Chicago National league baseball club, and 
for many years closely associated with Mr. 
Pulliam, said last night that he was not sur- 
prised at the suicidal act. 

„ Pulliam,” he said, told me two years 
ago that he would end it himself some time. 
His friends have feared such an act. lam 
sorry, for I had a great liking for him.”

By that time 
it was dusk, and the flight was declared off 
for the day, the army officials granting him 
three days additional time for the test. The

The failure of the trial disappointed an 
immense crowd, including President Taft and 
practically all of the most prominent gov- 
ernment officials. All along the course laid 
out for the trial the people were gathered, on 
foot and horseback, and in vehicles of every 
concei character. At Shuter Hill, just 
outside of the city of Alexandria, where the 
turning point was located, was assembled 
what must have been a fair quorum of the 
people of that community. . 

Crowd Adds to Wright's Danger. 

The crowd at Shuter Hill was a serious 
embarrassment to the officers in charge of 
the trial. They had with them only a small 
cavalry detail and they found it impossible 
to keep the people off the great space which 
they intended to reserve as a landing place 
for the aeroplane in case it was necessary 
for the aviators to alight. 

In addition to the aspects of the unprece- 
dented flight as a spectacle, there was well 
understood to be an element of real peril 
in the necessity upon the aviators to main- 
tain an altitude of from fifty to 250 feet above 
the sharply rolling country. Officers of the 
signal corps have been over this ground re- 
peatedly in balloons, but no one, not even the 
Wrights, has ever been over it in a heavier 
than air machine, and the air currents which 
will affect such a flight practically are un- 
known. 

Along the course there was no other means 
of communication and the moon was riding 
in a night sky before the people along the 
way realized that there was to be no spec- 
tacle tonight. The farmers, white and negro, 
down the way, view the whole affair with 
mingled emotions; many of them are chiefly 
afraid that Wright will drop in through their 
humble roofs.

Cartagena Closed to World; Senate 
Accepts Resignation.

BOGOTA, July 28.—Angered by a report 
that President Reyes, when he fied Colombia 
for Europe, tobk with him $20,000,000 in gold 
and a bag containing millions of dollars 
worth of jewels as his plunder from the gOvV- 
ernment, the people of the republic are on the 
verge of a serious revolution. Only the lack 
of a forceful and daring leader seems to bs 
keeping the movement from breaking out 
into active war against the government. 

In Cartagena martial law has been declared 
and the port is closed to all vessels. No 
newspapers are admitted to the country from 
any other country and no meeting of more 
than three persons is allowed on the streets, 
or elsewhere if the authorities can prevent. 


All Must Be In at 9 P. M. 

None of the residents of Cartagena is al- 
lowed to be out of the house after 9 p. m. 
and travel between provinces has been pro- 
hibited unless the travelers have passports 
of recent date. All the civil officers of the 
town have been added to the army and forced 
to perform military duty. 

The story of Reyes’ flight from Santa 
Marta with the plunder he is supposed to have 
carried off has led the people to believe that 
they will not get a square deal until they 
have overthrown the entire government as 
it now exists. It is said Reyes waited in. 
Santa Marta a week, with his plunder hidden, 
before he could get a steamer to carry it off. 
He went aboard at midnight and the loading 
of the gold, which was of great weight, was 
attended to by a corps of the ship's laborers 
under his immediate personal supervision. 


Resignation Accepted by Senate.

“There has been low pressure from the 
upper lake region to Texas for the last two 
days, and while the precipitation has not been 
Sufficient to cool the atmosphere, on account 
of the high barometric area covering the ex- 
treme south Atlantic coast, it has caused the 
wind to come from a southern direction. 

The relative humidity has been unusually 
high.

Woman's Search Is Rewarded’ 


After Six Weary Months. 


SAYS HUSBAND PLEDGED IT., 


Wife Grabs Band of Gold and Hery 


Arrest Follows. 


After a six months’ search for her wedding 
ring, which she says was stolen and pawned 
by her husband, Mrs. Mary Sexton, 29381 
Archer avenue, recovered it yesterday in a 
west side pawnshop. 

In her search for the hoop of gold she visit- 
ed more than 100 pawnshops and second 
hand stores, and finally when she found it

She had worn it more t wenty-five years 
and although she asserts her husband was 
the one who stole it, she says she forgives 
him because he was irresponsible from 
liquor. 


Declares She Will Keep Band. 

And now that she has found it no power in 
the world, she says, will keep it from her

Twenty-six years ago this month the wed- 
ding ring was slipped on her finger by Tim- 
othy Sexton at St. James’ church, New 
York. Soon afterward the couple came to 
Chicago and settled down near the old red 
pridge in Archey Road.“ They were neigh- 
bors of Police Lieut.

Tim Sexton came home. His wife met him 


with the broom and asked him what he had 


done with her wedding ring. Tim was 
too far gone in his cups to remember that 
his wife ever had a wedding ring. And he 
tumbled into bed with his boots on. | 

The next morning when he had partly re- 
covered his wife, whose anger had fled, 
asked him tearfully about the ring. Tim 
admitted that he had taken it from the mil 
in the kitchen, but he could not remember 
where he had disposed of it. 

The next day Mrs. Sexton started out in 
her quest for the ring, which she finally found 
in a pawn shop at West Twelfth and John- 
son streets. The pawnbroker said he took 
it from a man named Cohen in exchange for 
a seal ring. 

„It's my ring and I would know it in a 
million,” said Mrs. Sexton. “I went into 
the pawnshop as I had done before at 100 
other places and asked to be shown some 
rings. My wedding ring, which my husband 
stole. was in one of the trays. and I put it 
on my finger. Because I refused to give it up 
he had me arrested.” .

J. F. Tyrrell, the Plummer woman's at- 
torney, arranged for her release on the charge 
of keeping a resort on a $1,500 bond signed by 
John H. McGovern, a saloonkeeper at 61 
Clark street, but she was promptly served 
with another warrant and locked up again.

Says She Hides Nothing. 


The woman wept when told she was being 
held on the old charge and asserted she knew 
nothing about the case.

VOTE FRAUD INQUIRY ENDS 


Loesch Relieved from Duty as 
' Special State’s Attorney. 


124 INDICTMENTS. QUASHED. 


Nullifying of Reform Crusade Is Echo 
of Primary Law’s Downfall. 


The formal ending of the big vote fraud 
inquiry of last fall came yesterday when 
| Frank J. Loesch was relieved by Judge Mc- 

Surely from further duty as special state's 
attorney. 

This official action was entered in the form 
of a court’s order at the request of Mr. 
Loesch on the plea that there were no fur- 
ther duties to be performed by him, as the 
primary law under which all his indictments 
were dgawn had been invalidated by the Su- 
preme court. That event meant the nullify- 
ing of the reform crusade, but Mr. Loesch’s 
withdrawal was the official act that closed 
the record. : 

It was preceded by the quashing of 124 in- 
dictments returned by a special grand jury 
after they had heard the evidence presented 
by Mr. Loesch and his assistants. A motion 
for the cancellation of 112 of the true bills 
was made by Attorney Clarence Darrow 
and Edgar Lee Masters, and the other twelve 
cases were added by Mr. Loesch, as the men 
named in them were not represented by 
counsel, 


Cost Cook County $30,000. 


The investigation, the results of which thus 
were wiped off the slate, cost Cook. county 
about $30,000, nearly all of which went for 
the salaries of Mr. Loesch and his assistants. 
It continued for about two months, at the 
end of which it was suspended until a ruling 
could be had from the Supreme court on the 
constitutionality of the primary law. 

The fight against fraud grew out of the 
contest brought by John J. Healy of the de- 
clared nomination of John E. W. Wayman 
for the state’s attorneyship. During the civil 
proceedings evidence of extensive dishonesty | 
in the west side wards—principally the Ninth, 
Tenth, Fifth, and the Nineteenth—was intro- 
duced and on Mr. Healy's petition Judge 
Chytraus named Mr. Loesch to carry on the 
criminal prosecutions. 


Relieved of Indictments. 
Among the men now relieved from the 
onus of having indictments over their heads 
and whose bondsmen will be released from 
all responsibility were Abram J. Harris, 
, clerk of the Criminal court; Edward J. 
Smejkal, state representative; William Her- 
man, an employé of the Municipal courts, and 
Ernest Kruleitch, Samuel B. Panama. Jo- 
seph Phillips, and Samuel Levine, nearly all 

of whom are city or county employees.

Expresses Confidence West Side 
Levee Inhabitants Will 
Betray Conspiracy. 


Belief that Inspector McCann is the victim 
of a deep laid plot as the result of his activ- 
ities in cleaning out the vice in the west side 
district, yesterday caused a score of min- 
isters, merchants, lawyers, and other prom- 
ment citizens to volunteer financial and other 
aid in defending the accused police official 
from the charges made against him. 

The offers of assistance came from all di- 
rections and many of them were from per- 
sons whom the inspector said he had never 
met and knew only by reputation. Ashe was 
leaving the Criminal Court building, after 
he had given bonds in the last two indict- 
ments returned by the grand jury, a wealthy 
Bouth Water street merchant approached 
McCann. 

“You don't know me,” said he, “but 1 
want to say that I believe you are an innocent 
man, and that these disorderly persons of 
the west side are trying to get your scalp. 
I have a few thousand dollars idle at present 
and if it will do you any good in putting up 
your defense you are welcome to it.” 

J thank you just the same,“ replied the 
inspector, but I am getting along all right 
and I don’t think I will need any more as- 
sistance.” 


Many Express Sympathy. 

On the streets, in office buildings, and 
everywhere he goes, Inspector McCann is the 
recipient of kind words and hearty hand- 
shakes from persons who believe he ie inno- 
cent. 

The police official during the day reiterated 
his previous statement to the effect that he 
was “through talking.“ He said that his 
entire case was in the hands of his attor- 
neys and that the next time he talked for 
publication would be in court. / 

„Haven't a thing to say,“ he declared. in 
answer to a question as to what his plans 
for defense were. Former Judge Neely 
and Mr. Underwood are handling things now 
and if there is anything to say they are the 
ones who will make the conversation. I 
never knew I had so many friends until this - 
trouble came up. I am receiving offers of 
assistance from many people who believe I 
am rigtit. And they are not disorderly resort 
keepers of the west side, either. 


Report Erbstein Is Retained. 

It was said that Attorney Charles E. Erd- 
stein was to be added to the defense forces, 
but this was denied by McCann, and the at- 
torney said that so far he had not been re- 
tained. 

The attorneys representing the accused in- 
spector expressed themselves as believing 
thoroughly that their client would be acquit- 
ted when he was brought to trial. 

Dean Sumner of 88. Peter and Paul cathe- 
dral is working among the denizens of the 
weet side levee, and he is confident that he 
will be able to produce indisputable evidence 
that Inspector McCann is the victim of a plot. 

“These people who are telling stories to 
the grand jury of protection money paid to 
McCann are doing so out of pure malice and 
a desire for revenge on a police official who 
has put many of them out of business as 
keepers of disorderly resorts,” said he. “I 
have already obtained some evidence of the 
gigantic plot that resulted in the inspector's 
indictment, and I expect to have much more 
before the case against him comes to trial. 


Cites McCann’s Energy. 


“ The plot to get ° McCann has been under 
way for several months. Before he went into 
that district the conditions were the worst 
I ever saw in my life. He entered into the 
work of cleaning up the district with enthausi- 
asm, and I can say he accomplished good 
that I thought was absolutely impossible. 
He segregated vice, saved hundreds of young 
girls, and otherwise made himself disagree- 
able to the inhabitants of the levee district." 

Dean Sumper was in Kenosha, Wis., during 
the day, but returned in the afternoon and 
held a brief conference with Inspector Mc- 
Cann. 


GARY VICE RING USES FIRE 
IN FIGHT ON REFORMERS. 
House of Minister, Chief Witness for 


State, Burned After Arrest of Resort 
Owners in a Raid. 


Gary, Ind., a city just three years of age, 
is today fighting vice in its worst form, cen- 
tered in a district known as the patch, where 
scores of gambling places, blind tigers, and 
immoral houses have secured a foothold. 

The reform wave was instigated by Deputy 
Prosecuting Attorney W. F. Hodges, who 
already has been instrumental in having a 
gambling house, a blind tiger, and immoral 
place raided and the owners and inmates 
arrested. He said yesterday new raids 
would follow. 

So vicious is the resentment of these sub- 
jects of attack that the residence of the Rev. 
Shepard King, one of the cHief witnesses of 
the state, was Burned to the ground Tuesday 
night after he had been hounded by a moh. 

The editor of the Gary Times also received 
an anonymous Black Hand” letter, in 
which it was threatened that his body would 
be riddled with bullets in case the paper did 
not desist in its exposure of conditions 

The owners of the places which have al- 
ready been raided are: 3 

James Rogers, in whose house over a 
thousand dollars’ worth of gambling appara- 
atus was confiscated; Charles Jackson. 
charged with operating a blind tiger; and 
Ann Willams, arrested with ten inmates for 
keeping a disorderly house. ; 

Since Gary went dry last spring by blanket 
remonstrance, forty saloonkeepers have been 
allowed to sell liquor over their bars without 
a license, it is alleged. Eight gambling 
houses, a quantity of slot machines, and 
numerous {immoral houses also are permitted, | 
according to the reformers. 

The warrants for the arrest of Rogers were 
eworn out in the Hammond City court, and 
Hammond detective conducted the raid. The 
case agaitist Annie Williams and her aaso- 
ciates was heard during the day in thé court 
of Justice A. C. Huber. The owner and four 
of the other defendants were found guilty 
and the fines aggregated over $100.

The new agreement on the Northwestern 
Elevated will operate so as to give the em- 
ployés a raise of from 10 to 15 per cent in 
“wages, through changes in runs and general 
working conditions. 


Traction Conference Today. 

An all-day conference between President 
Slush of the Chicago and Southern Traction 
company and a committee of the employés.

APPEAL ON 2 CENT FARE ACT 
GRANTED IN BURLINGTON CASE 


Judge McPherson Directs That Records 
in Missouri Case Be Not Sent to Wash- 
ington for Two Weeks. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 28.—[Special. ]—The 
state will appeal to the United States Su- 
preme court from the ruling of the federal 
court on the 2 cent passenger and maximum 
freight rate question in only one of eighteen 
cases, that of the Chicago, Burlington end 
Quincy railroad, which is regarded as the 
best example for the state and the worst for 
the railroads. Judge McPherson granted an 
appeal this morning, but directed that the 
records should not be sent to Washington for 
two weeks that the railroad’s attorneys might 
prepare a cross appeal. 

Replying to a question by Judge McPher- 
son, Sanford 33 one ot the attorneys for 

The state could not afford to appeal all 
of the cases. The transcript in this one case 
cost $4,700. We gave the clerk of the Circuit 
court a check for that amount this morning. 

is is only part of the expense of the appeal. 
When the Supreme court rules on this case 
we shall know what to do in the other cases.

But Senator Ald- 
rich has come to realize the intensity of the 
public feeling which has been excited over 
the action of the house in seeking to im- 
pose exorbitant rates upon the gloves of 
women and children. , 

He has been influenced also by the insistent 
demand of the president that the Dingler 
rates prevail on these articles. Neverthe- 
less, it was apparent that Mr. Littauer had 
the sympathy of the entire committee dur- 
ing his hearing. Upon its conclusion he 
stepped across the hall to the office of the 
New York customs appraisers, who are as- 
sisting in the preparation of the bill. 

In the meantime Mr. Barnharat had stood: 
in the corridor before the door of the con- 
ference committee room. When he was 
finally admitted, he was given a seat at the 
table and informed that the committee would 
be glad to hear anything he had to say. Mr. 
Barnhardt told the conferees that the glove 
industry in the United States now enjoys 
ample protection, as shown by its growth 
and prosperity. He called attention to the 
fact that women’s lambskin gloves were 
manufactured in this country, under the pres- 
ent Dingley rates and sold at prices below the 
foreign article. He considered it impertinent 
on the part of the manufacturers to demand 
higher rates of duty. 


Shows Evils of Increases. 


He was cross examined by Mr. Aldrich. Mr. 
Payne, and Mr. Fordney, and explained the 
application of the present rates to the three 
classes of gloves involved—Schmaschen. 
‘lamb skin, and kid. He pointed out that. so 
far as the Schmaschen gloves are concerned, 
it was a matter of indifference to the Amert- 
can manufacturer, the importer, and the con- 
sumer whether they were put on the free list 
or taxed at 100 per cent, in view of the fact 
that this kind of glove is so poor in quality 
as to be of no practical value to the con- 
sumer. 

The popular glove and the one used by the 
masses, is lambskin, which is sold at $1 a 
pair. Senator Aldrich asked Mr. Barnhardt 
if a flat rate of $4 a dozen pairs on all classes 
and without cumulative increases for stitch- 
ing and embroidery would be satisfactory. 
This would mean an increase over the pres- 
ent rates ranging from 80 eents to $1.50. 

The Chicago representative responded em- 
phatically in the negative, and declared that 
no advances over the present rates should 
be made. He asserted that upon such a mat- 
ter as this there was no ground for a com- 
promise, and that the existing rate should 
stand, especially as under them the industry 
now is overprotected. 


Dodge Question of Hosiery. 


Mr. Barnhardt incicentally brought in the 
subject of hosiery, but it was evident that the 
conferees had no desire to discuss it with 
him. When Mr. Barnhardt left the commit- 
| tee rbom Mr. Littauer still occupied his chair 
in the appraiser's office. Here he was seen 
several times by Senator Penrose, and the two

BUSY DAY FOR CONYEREES. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 
Washington, D. C., July 28.—Unquestion- 
ably the conference committee session today 
was the busiest of the three weeks the bill 
has been in conference. Dozens of senators 
sought audiences and were received by th? 
senate members of the committee and there 
called also many members of the house, in- 
cluding the committee representing the anti- 
free raw material insurgents. In the corri- 

dors swarmed agents of special interests. 
Senators Elking and Scott of West Vir- 
ginia, and Clark of Wyoming endeavored to 
get the conferees to make the rate of 45 cents 
a ton on coal apply to the short ton, which, 
it is said, would make a difference of about 
5 cents a ton and operate to advance the 
rate to the equiyalent of 50 cents. In sup- 
port of the suggested change, it was argued 
that Canada’s duty on coal applies to the 
short ton. The senators interested in. get- 
ting all the protection possible for coal were 
not successful in their mission. 

Jugt before the close of the session the 
print paper schedule was reopened and the 
rate fixed at 53.78 a ton. This is only 25 
cents less than the senate rate, and $1.75 more 
than the house rate. It is expected this 
rate will raise the ire of the members of the 
special committee of the house which in- 
vestigated the wood pulp and paper ques- 
tion, especially as the chairman, Repre- 
sentative Mann, Illinois, has announced that 
he would not vote for the conference report 
unless the $2 rate was retained. The con- 
ference rate is $2.25 a ton less than the ex- 
isting rate. 


Many Questions Left Closed. 

In winding up the work of the majority of 
the conference committee, preliminary to 
submitting the result to the Democrats for 
their stamp of approval or disapproval, the 
Republican members did not reopen the ques- 
tion of hides and leather, oil, coal, or iron 
ore. which subjects were closed yesterday. 

There was some discussion today, however, 
of the fron ore question. Senator Burrows 
made an effort to get the rate fixed at 20 cents 
instead of 15 cents a ton. Hices were left on 
the free list, contingent upon the adoption of 
the rule in the house making the action of 
the conferees in going below the house rates 
in fixing the rates on leather. 

If the report is laid before the house on 
Friday, according to the present program, it 
will be printed and taken up on Saturday. 
It is not believed that the house will discuss 
it more than one day. if this estimate of 
time proves correct the senate may begin 
with the report on Monday. It is believed 
that it can be disposed of next week. 


DESTROYER CUTS BIG BOOM. 


The Ferret Proves Inefficiency of Sup- 
posedly Torpedo Proof Defense 
in Portsmouth Harbor. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 28.—In a realistic 
war carried out in the upper part of Ports- 
mouth harbor today the inefficiency of a mas- 
sive boom with wire entanglement to prévent 
the entrance of hostile torpedo craft was 
demonstrated fully, the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Ferret cutting through the obstruc- 
tions with the greatest ease. 

The boom consisted of massive balks of 
timber and steel spikes, and the outer edge 
was bound together with stout wire hawsers, 
with hawser entanglements above and below 
the water. 

The Ferret, with bows especially strength- 

ened with sharp steel plates, steaming at 
thirty miles an hour, charged directly at the 
center of the boom and cut through without 
any apparent injury to itself. 

The Ferret was manned by a crew of volun- 
teers, who assembled on deck expecting to 
be thrown overboard by the force of the 
shock. The razor-like bow of the ship, how- 
ever, cleft the obstruction as if it had been a 
collection of cabbage stalks. 


MAY TAX OUT ALL SODA WATER. 


Proposals Before the Georgia Legisla- 
ture Would Drive Soft Drinks 
from the State. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 28.—If the Georgia leg- 
islature incorporates into the general tax 
bill all the provisions introduced by members 
it will be nearly as hard to get a drink of 
soda water in the state as it is to get a drink 
of whisky. 

Here are some tax clauses already passed 
by the house: Five dollars a year upon each 
faucet of a soda water fountain; $500 per 
year for each manufacturer of carbonated 
water; $25 per year upon each bottling ma- 
chine in the state; a revenue stamp costing 
5 cents for each gallon of sirup or tincture or 
extract manufactured or sold. 

All of these taxes are in adition to local 
taxes, and specific taxes directed against 
certain big manufacturers of well known bot - 
tled drinks.

Chance Sought to Prove Regula- 


tion Would End Profit 
in Business. 


Washington, I 
Bonding companies, lawyers, and bankers of 
Chicago are making an emphatic protest 
againet the proposition of the government to 
prescribe the price of the surety bonds for 
ite employéa. 


Lorimer requesting him to make known to 
the senate appropriations committee the dis- 


cial deficiency appropriation bill which 
now is pending in the senate, wherein, at the 
instance of Representative Tawney, a para- 
graph was inserted which requires that no 
donde shall be accepted from any surety or 
bonding company for any officer or any em- 
ployé of the United States which shall cost 
in excess of the rate of premium charged 
for a like bond during 1008. 

The provision has the effect of keeping 
the surety bonds for the government em- 
ployés at a price of 81 per thousand, while 
the general rate of bonds throughout the 
country has practically doubled. Although 
the United States, according to the terms of 
the bill, is relieved from the payment of any 


ing a bond required by law of its officers and 
employés, it demands that the bonds which 
such persons are required to furnish shall 
not be the high priced affairs which the 
bonding companies now are offering. 


Protest by David R. Forgan. 

Senator Lorimer today received the follow- 
ing telegram from David R. Forgan of the 
National City bank of Chicago concerning 
the matter: 

“The price of $1 per thousand on surety 
bonds has been proven by experience to be 
altogether inadequate to cover the risks of 
the business and I do not see why the price 
of surety bonds should be fixed any more than 
the price of a suit of clothes or a pair of 
shoes. It isun-American and opposed to free 
competition.“ 

John A. Spoor, a director of the First Na- 
tional bank of Chfcago, also has gone to 
the defense of the bonding concerns. In a 
telegram sent to Senator Lorimer he says: 

My reasons for 4 protest against the 


‘passage of the Tawney urgent deficiency bill 


are that if the government undertakes to 
regulate the rates to be paid for the surety 
bonds of its employés, it might with as much 
propriety regulate the prices to be paid for its 
employés’ food, clothing, und other neces- 
saries of life. 


Suggests a Bonds Committee. 

“The subject is too important to be rall- 
roaded in the manner the Tawney amend- 
ment proposes; If the government must 
regulate the rates for its employés, a surety 
bonds committee should be appointed to con- 
sider the whole subject and permission should 
be given to the surety representatives to ap- 
pear and submit the loss experienced and 
other data so that the regulation, if any, can 
be conducted in an orderly American way 
and the proper results arrived at.” 

The real estate firm of Walter H. Wilson 
& Co. and the law firm of Calhoun, Lyford 
& Sheean also have signified to Senator 
Lorimer their displeasure concerning the 
Tawney amendment. It appears likely that 
a hearing will be requested of the appropria- 
tions committee at which the complaints of 
the surety people can be verbally set forth. 


INCOME TAX NOW up ro STATES. 


Government Sends Copy of Amendment 
to Governors for Expression 
of Legislatures. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Spettal.]— 
The machinery for vbtaining an expression 
from the legislatures of the various states 
as to whether the income tax amendment 
shall be added to the constitution has been 
set in motion. ;

KILLS ONE AND WOUNDS TWO 


Negro Helps Foreman Quell Ital- 
ians, Who Turn on Him. 


GOES HOME FOR REVOLVER. 


Returns and Opens Fire, Shooting 
Three Former Assallants.

Forced to flee with two other negroes be- 
cause he had helped a foreman stop a fight 
among Italian laborers, Albert Ellis ran to 
his home at 8132 Wabash avenue and re- 
turning with a revolver opened fire on the 
gang of workmen, killing one and wounding 
two yesterday. 

Thirty-eight employés of the Barber As- 
phalt Paving company were repairing the 
pavement at Thirty-first and Keeley streets 
under the direction of Charles Bigelow of 
125 West Adams street, when the Italians 
began to quarrel among themselves. Bige- 
low ran among them, Ellis following. 

The Italians turned on Ellis with picks and 
shovels. He was forced to retreat, William 
Pullman of 8668 Wabash avenue and another 
negro running with them. Bigelow suc- 
ceeded in quieting his men and the work pro- 
ceeded quietly until they were ready to quit 
for the day. 


Opens Fire on Italians. 


While the Italians were putting their tools 
away Ellis appeared. The Italians say he 
began shooting at a range ot twenty feet. He 
asserts they started for him again and that 
he fired in self-defense. 

However, the workmen scattered on the 
shot. Ellis fired again, chasing an 
Italian by the name of Mustack in Keeley 
street. Mustack fell, wounded in the right 
side. 

The Italians rallied and Ellis ran into a 
doorway, his revolver being empty. Not 
knowing this, they held back while he flour- 
ished his revolver until Policeman Paul W. 
Woehler arrested him. ' 

In the meantime it was found that John 
Martina had been shot through the right 
shoulder and Aevora Alfoniso in the right 
wrist. 


Dies on Way to Hospital. 


Musteck died while ti ambulance was 
taking all three to the Provident hospital. 

Following the arrest of Ellis, Policeman 
Michael Kelly took Pullman into custody 
and the two negroes were questioned by 
Lieut. Gorman at the Deering street station. - 
Ellis asserted he fired to protect himself, 
but admitted he shot only those who had 
attacked him at first. It was decided to hold 
Pullman as a witness. 

Foreman Bigelow declared Ellis had been 
in the employ of the company four years 
and always had seemed trustworthy. 

„He came to my assistance,“ he said, and 
the Italians didn't like it. Then Ellis seemed 
to go crazy all at once.“

SAYS RICH MEN IN CHURCH 
CAUSE PREACHERS TO ERR. 


Materialism Has Tts Most Dangerous 
Aspect in Domination of Wealthy, 
Says Dean Shailer Mathews. 


‘Chautauqua, N. T., July 28.—[ Special. 
Materialism in the church has its most dan- 
gerous aspect in the domination of the church 
by men of wealth, according to Dean Shaller 
Mathews of the University of Chicago divin- 
ity school, who lectured at the Chautauqua 
assembly today. 

Sometimes the ministers are forced to si- 
lence their consciences, said Dr. Mathews, 
and often there is a choice between God and 
large contributions. Men who are afraid 


tianizati6n of the law exercise a baneful con- 
trol of the church, the Chicago professor 
beMeves. However, this control is by no 
means universal, although dangerous enough 
to demand the attention of thoughtful 
church workers, 

„The materialistic dangers which assall 
the church are too obvious to demand de- 
tailed description,“ said Dr. Mathews. 
“There are, however, two which are par- 
ticularly fatal to the special purposes of the 
gospel. The first is that the preacher shall 
be controlled by men whose ideas are ma- 
terialized by the standards of an unethical 
commercial, and would lose money by a gen- 
uine christianization of the law. 

“This control is sometimes explicit, and 
the preacher is bidden to keep silence on the 
larger questions of business morality and 
confine himself to the sort of sins of which 
the church attendants are seldom gullty. 
There is, for instance, little opposition to the 
pastors denouncing the saloons or the red 
light districts except in those rare instances 
in which the property devoted to immoral] 
purposese is in the possession of a member 
of his congregation.” ä

Result of “Tax Research.” 


The tiff between Col. Bliss and Reviewer 
Upham came as a direct result of the efforts 
of the city, through Kimball Valentine, who 
has had charge of the tax researches for 
the city. Col. Bliss made the point imme- 
diately that the city will be stung for 66 per 
cent of every dollar that is added to the valu- 
ation of the street car properties, to which 
Mr. Valentine responded that he cared not 
for that angle of the situation just so long as 
all property liable to taxation went on the 
books at a fair valuation. 

Both Col. Bliss and Reviewer Upham be- 
came more than earnest during the discus- 
sion and Col. Bliss is said to have departed 
from the county building in anything buta 
favorable frame of mind. His implied threat 
was that the street car companies will fight 
the case through the courts if necessary to 
establish «the claim that the valuation as 
represented in the traction settlement ordi- 
nances is the valuation which must stand for 
all purposes, taxing and otherwise. 

It is admitted in taxing, traction, and 
municipal circles that the point raised by Col. 
Bliss is quite novel and that if his contention 
is upheld a precedent may be established for 
holding the valuation of the street car prop- 
erties at the ordinance scale, until the city 
shall have taken over the lines under the 
terms of the ordinances which have been 
adopted.

NEBRASKA SPEAKS. 

The Republican state convention of 
Nebraska meets in the nick of time. Con- 
gress is given trustworthy information 
as to the sentiments of a large body of 
western Republicans as to tariff revision. 
The Nebraska senators voted against the 
Aldrich bill because it was not a down- 
ward revision of the tariff and because 
the party had promised that kind of re- 
vision. It might have been alleged at 
the time that they misrepresented their 
Republican constituents. That. cannot 
be said now. 

The Nebraska Republicans commend 
their senators “for their efforts in sup- 
port of the party pledge.” They ap- 
prove, commend, and uuqualifiedly in- 
dorse what President Taft is doing in 
the matter of tariff revision. They go 
so far as to say that they would approve 
of his veto of any bill which does not 
conform to his construction of the plat- 
form pledge. 

It the Republicans of Iowa, Illinois, 
Indiana, and other western states were 
to hold conventions they, too, would in- 
dorse those among their senators who 
voted against the Aldrich bill and would 
sustain President Taft in his course. The 
Republicans of the west are for a down- 
ward revision of the tariff. They are op- 
posed unqualifiedly to compromises which 
would impose on them, perhaps for years, 
duties on some of the necessaries of life 
higher than the too high duties now in 
force. They do not approve of an extra 
tax on gloves to establish an “infant in- 
dustry to put money in the pocket of a 
New York glove manufacturer. That is 
not their conception of “downward re- 
vision.”

THE STRANGE CASE OF MR. STONE. 
The Hon. William J. Stone of Mis- 
souri indeed will be fortunate if he can 
contrive to remain in possession of that 
happy appellation “Gum Shoe Bill,” de- 
scriptive of one who walks in pleasant 
paths of life, amiable, soft spoken, and 
velvet footed. Indeed fortunate will the 
senator be if he be not forced to hitch 
up with some such sobriquet as “ Roaring 
Bill.“ For the sake of the folks back in 
Missouri and for the countless friends of 
Mr. Stone in other parts we trust that 
things will not come te such a pass: We 
trust not. May the fates intervene. 

It is inconceivable how the Hon. Mr, 
Stone could manage to fall so completely 
in error. Press reports of his encounter 
with the waiter on the Pennsylvania 


dining car set the affair up but baldly ; 


and give but little satisfaction to the 
philosophically inclined. Even the state- 
ment of the senator fails to clear away 
the fog of stupefaction in which his 
friends are groping. Nor does the de- 
cision of Justice Grannan of Baltimore in 
exonerating the senator of all blame 
serve satisfactorily to let him out. Much 
remains to be accounted for, and it is 
beyond the power of a Maryland justice, 
however much he may have traveled— 
and modestly he admits that it has been 
much—to produce perfect equanimity in 
the distracted minds of Mr. Stone's 
friends. 

There is a general agreement in all 
accounts that the painful affray started 
when the waiter disobeyed Mr. Stone's 
order to bring him a large glass of water 
with bis glass of Scotch whisky. What 
the senator was doing with Scotch is not 
explained in the record. It is not the 
traditional tipple of gentlemen in or from 
Missouri, but we pass it over. Mr. Stone 
may explain to his constituents. It is a 
business which lies between him and 
them and safely may be left to Missouri 
to settle. Passing it over, we come to the 
real issue, the large glass of water. 

A great many people regard it as la- 
mentable that statesmen should consider 
it necessary to drink strong liquors, and 
they will agree that if Mr. Stone had to 
have the Scotch, the more water the bet- 
ter—about a-hogshead of water to a jig- 
ger of whisky. This theory, however, is 
not regarded as orthodox by those who 
incline to aleoholic ways, and Mr. Stone 
must be measured by their standards. 
It is related of Daniel Webster that on 
one occasion when he ordered a glass of 
spirits and the bartender, in the help- 
ing fashion of men in his occupation, 


was pouring water on top of the grog, 


the statesman halted him abruptly. * 
“Don’t, sir; don’t, sir!“ exclaimed Mr. 
Webster. Don't inundate it.“ 
illustrates the orthodox viewpoint.

That 
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ING EDWARD and his consort have 
once again given an Illustration of the 
rare tact, and I may add diplomacy, 
by which they have converted so many 

adversaries into warm friends and ad- 
mirers. Few modern French writers are 
more widely read than Capt. Viaud of the 
French navy. known in literature as Piarre 
Loti,” who also is a member of the French 
academy. Ale. there is no contemporary 


French writer who has beén more bitterly, 


antagonistic to everything English in his 
books, especially in connection with British 
rule in India and in pt, denouncing it 
as tyrannical, barbarous, and vandalistie. 
English people, therefore, have had every 
reason to hold aloof from Pierre Loti, and 
when he was in command of the French 
guard ship at Constantinople he practically 
was boycotted by his English fellow officers 
and was cold shouldered at the British em- 


bassy. ; 

The other day he visited London, on the in- 
vitation of the French ambassador there, 
Pierre Cambon, who, it is said, had acted 
in the matter at the instigation of the king. 
Cambon received him at the railroad ter- 
minus, gave a series of luncheons and din- 
ners u his honor, to which he invited all the 
leading members of the Engligh “ great 
world,“ especially those who were susceptible 
to the influence of the king, and who over- 
whelmed Loti with the most flattering tokens 
of admiration. 

Then Ambassador Cambon took him to the 
ball given by Ambassador Whitelaw Reid at 
Dorchester house in honor of the king and 
queen, where Loti was presented to Edward 
VII, who retained him for some time in con- 
versation, showing himself most gracious 
and cordial, and expressing himself so highly 
about the works of Loti that the latter, who 
is an extremely vain little man and who had 
expected quite a different attitude on the part 
of the king, almost lost his-head. The king 
wound up by presenting him to Queen Alex- 
andra, ‘who was even still more gracious te 
the author than her consort, and after a pro- 
longed chat, invited him to visit her at Buck- 
ingham palace, about two days later, before 
he left London on his return to Paris, 

The queen, who had heard of the stories of 
his positive idolatry of cats, by means of 
which he rendered himself so conspicuous at 
Constantinople, and who had rallied him 
about the matter, was considerably surprised 
when, on arriving at the palace for his audi- 
ence, he brought, concealed under his coat, 
much to the concern of the servants at the 
entrance, a fine young Maltese cat, the 
grandchild or great grandchild of the cat 
for which he gave those wonderful entertain- 
ments on board his ship at Constantinople. 
He had caused it to be brought over from 
Paris by special messenger, to present it to 
her, knowing her pronounced fondness for 
animals. She accepted the gift, with which 
she expressed herself charmed, and Loti has 
returned to France, completely won over by 
his welcome in London, especially by the 
kindness of the king and queen; so much so 
that it is doubtful whether he ever will pen 
another word against the English.

Sir John Bigham, who in February last suc- 
ceeded Lord Gorell as president of the Eng- 
lish divorce court, is showing himself to be 
an exceedingly strict judge, and, since his 
assumption of the presidency of this partic- 
ular division of the English high court of 
justice, the obtaining of a release from matri- 
monial bonds has become much more difficult 
than heretofore. He may be said to grant 
decrees in a very grudging manner, and it 
takes far more in the way of evidence to 
satisfy him than it did any of his predeces- 
sors. This is a matter of considerable im- 
portance. For, owing to the turning down 
of Lord Gorell's proposal for the extension of 
powers of divorce to the county court, or 
assizes, Sir John and his one deputy remain 
the only two men who have the right to undo 
the marriage tie in England. 

Sir John is a thorough man of the world 
and possessed of two large fortunes, one 
acquired at the bar and the other inherited, 
and is a well known and popular figure in 
Londom society, with which he possesses a 
more intimate acquaintance than the ma- 
jority of his predecessors in the presidency 
of the divorce court. He is a clean shaven, 
ruddy faced man, with brown eyes which 
disdain glasses, and with a savor of Lanca- 
shire, and a touch of the sportsman about 
him. He looks bluff. But he is careful in 
his speech. He does not call a man a Har 
when he finds a witness perjuring himself 
in the witnees box, but he exclaims in most 
velvety accents, “I do not believe a word 
you say,“ which comes to about the same 
thing. 

If Sir John has one weakness, it is for bull 
dogs. One of them, known as Brief, who 
died not long ago, was a great canine char- 
acter. It invariably would accompany Sir 
John to the law courts in the morning, usu- 
ally waiting in his chambers until the day's 
work was over. Sometimes, however, it 
would return home of its own accord, would 
stroll out of the law c8urts, jump into the 
best looking hansom at the neighboring cab 
stand, and, esconcing itself comfortably on 
the cushions,- absolutely would refuse to be 
turned out by the driver. Owing to its for- 
midable appearance, the driver usually would 
have recourse to a policeman, who, knowing 
the dog—the name and address of the owner 
were engraved on the collar—would recom- 
mend the cabman to drive to Sir John's home 
in Kensington. There Brief would descend 
from the cab, and wait at the door with the 
driver until the latter had rung the bell and 
collected the fare.

Although King Peter and his government 
have endeavored to persuade Prince George 
to leave Servia, by means of the promise to 
pay all his large debts and to place him in 
possession of an extremely liberal annuity, 
he absolutely declines to consider their offers, 
or to quit the kingdom. Moreover, since the 
surrender to his younger brother of his 
rights of succession to the crown, he Has be- 
come a far more important figure in the 
country than he ever was as crown prince. 
Indeed, so large and influential is his follow- 
ing today that the government would no 
longer dare to deprive him of his liberty by 
incarcerating him as a prisoner of state or 
as a lunatic, or to expel him—methods of 
dealing with him which at one time were 
under serious consideration. 

‘The movement of which he is the head, 
and which he may be sald to have organized, 
comprises some of the best people in the 
country and the bulk not only of the popula- 
tion but also of the army, and has for its 
main object the dismissal of every one of 
the sixty-eight officers of the army who took 
part in the murder of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. It is because King Peter in- 
sists on retaining these men in the service, 
and continues to allow himself to be terror- 
ized by them, that the court of Belgrade re- 
mains boycotted by all the reigning houses 
of Europe, and Prince George and his fol- 
lower: realize that this condition of affairs 
will endure.as long as the generals, colonels, 
majors, and captains who took an actual part 
in the revolting butchery of the late king and 
queen of Servia are allowed to retain office 
at court, in the army, and in the civil admin- 
istration. | 

King Peter is reported to be in such a pre- 
carious state of health that he may die sud- 
denly at any moment. In that event, the 
ex-crown prince may be relied upon at once 
to seize the throne, with the consent of the 
‘army and of the people and with the sanction 
of his younger brother, who is a gentle lad 


and who was very reluctant to accept the 
position thrust upon him by George's resigna- 


tion of his rights. If George, as is antici- 


‘pated, comes to the throne, the first thing he 


may be relied upon to do is to disgrace all 
the sixty-eight regicide officers, who may 
esteem themselves lucky ff he does not throw 
them into prison and have them shot.

Today's meeting 
will be for the purpose of giving the trustees 
who are not personally acquainted with the 
five or six remaining candidates a chance to 
meet them. To this end the meeting will be 
turned into a sort of reception, review, or in- 
spection. 


Superintendency Settled Soon. 

“I can’t tell whether the meeting wil! pro- 
duce definite results, but the question of 
the superintendency will be settled soon,” 
seid a member of the board last night. The 
Opinions of the members have been pretty 
thoroughly canvassed, and, while there has 
been no campaign made for any candidate, 
the thing seems to have narrowed down to 
four or five persons. 

“It the coming meeting results in nothing 
else, it should eliminate one or two of the 
remaining candidates and leave us with only 
two or three to choose from. On the other 
hand, we may all unite on one candidate 
and practically dispose of the entire matter. 
The actual election of the superintendent 
will come at a formal meeting of the board 


later.”

EUROPE BUYS OUR ISSURS. 


‘Business Interests of Country Im- 


pressed with Industrial Gain. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 

NEW YORK, July 28.— [Special. I The 
most noteworthy thing about today’s stock 
market was the fact that the course of prices 
ae a whole reached the highest level at- 
talned by them since early in 1906 without 
any of the usual accompaniments of so re- 
markable a rise. 

Underlying the day's advance, which added 
enough to previous movements to create this 
record, was, of course, the declaration of the 


‘dividend rate of 3 per cent on Steel common 


‘gpd the publication of the _ corporation’s 
earnings statement for the June quarter. 
“Before opening our own market London 
emed to be impressed with the Steel show- 
ing, for, in spite of the incentive to irregu- 
larity supplied by widespread disorders in 
Spain, which affected all other European 
, markets in the English capital, American 
* securities steadily were bought with Steel 
shares especially favored. 


Orders for Foreign Account. 

Late in the day orders for foreign account 
were executed in this market to the extent 
ef some 20,000 shares? the bulk of the buy- 
ing being of Steel. Prices here opened sub- 
stantially higher, and, in spite of the heavy 
Yolume of profit taking through the day, 
closed well above Tuesday night’s quota 
tions. This quiet demonstration of strength 
really constituted a vote of confidence in 
the vision of the business men managing 
the Steel corporation. 

By their declaration of a higher dividend 
this board of experts has gone on record 
as satisfied with the business future of the 
country. There ts no manufacturer, no mer- 
ehant, and no railroad executive anywhere 
who would not prize highly the united ver- 
dict of such a board upon the business out- 
ok. Such a verdict they now have, and 
there is evéry reason to believe that, en- 
couraged by it, the responsible heads of 
business enterprises everywhere will prose- 
cute even more vigorously plans for the ex- 
pansion which had already become ambi- 
tious enough to restore general trade to the 
ante-panic volume. 

The usual weekly reviews of the condition

west, 
Locating Large Borrowers. 


Lawrence Murray, controller of the chr- 
rency, is organizing a credit bureau which 
it is promised will acquaint the controller's 
office with conspicuous borrowers in all lines 
of business. The examiners of the different 
districts are to report such borrowers to the 
eredit bureau and the latter in turn will notify 
the examiners in the several districts as to 
the volume of borrowing which in any par- 
ticular instance is being done. 

According to one announcement, these re- 
ports will exhibit details and facts as to the 
clientéle of the different banks and the dis- 
tribution of paper that never before have 
deen in the controller's office. The tabulated 
comparisons that have been made up already 
for the various districts and for the whole 
country show the names of borrowers, the 
amount of the paper they have outstanding, 
the number of banks in which their paper is 
placed, the relative amounts of paper carried 
by each, and for some of the banks the com- 
parisons show the renewals of the paper that 
have been secured by the firms, 

Continuing, the report says: 

*“ Systematic study of the reports makes it 
possible to trace, in outline, the borrowing 
habits of the firms, and to see just how they 
use different banks. Probably this informa- 
tion would be of comparatively little use in 
the larger cities were it not for the fact that 
in some of the more important places it has 
been possible to arrange for codperation with 
the state superintendents of banking.so that 
an exchange of information takes place. 


Line on Speculative Loans. 


A feature which the new system prom- 
ises to work out is the business of speculative 
borrowers who have wholly or partly ex- 
hausted a number of banks, usually of small 
capital, in a given place and have migrated 
to another part of the country for the pur- 
pose of repeating their scheme. 

** As a result of the more specific and posi- 
tive character which will not be imparted to 
the letters of criticism from the controller's 
office, it is believed that banks will give great- 
er heed to such letters than in the past, 
while the controller, having the actual facts 
at his command, will be able to act decisively 
and finally, applying drastic measures to 
those that refuse to obey his suggestions and 
go so far as to endanger their stockholders 
and despositors. In all the matters herein 
referred to, the reports received by the con- 
troller from New York City and the tabulated 
comparisons for that place make a peculiar- 
ly interesting exhibit.’’
